This week: Alaska bound! 


1150 miles across the Alaskan frontier for Wilmington’s Lynne Gordon

WILMINGTON Lynne 
Gordon has used the Iditarod 
Trail Sled Dog Race in Alaska 
as a vehicle for teaching her 
students throughout her entire 
career. Now the 30-year 
Wilmington resident and sec- 
ond grade Woburn Street 
School teacher will witness the 
1150-mile race firsthand. 

Selected as the 2005 Iditarod 
Teacher on the Trail, Lynne 
leayes for Alaska on Thursday, 
February 24 for a one-month 
adventure. Last Friday, the 
students of the Woburn Street 
School who refer to Mrs, 
Gordon as the “Alaska 
Teacher,” sang songs, read 
poems and recited Alaska facts 
to say farewell. 

Referred to as the “Last 
Great Race on Earth,” the 
Iditarod Trail Sled Dog Race 
starts on March 5th in 
Anchorage, Alaska and lasts 
between 10 to 17 days for each 
team. Teams consist of a dri- 
ver, called a musher, and 12 to 
16 dogs. Every day, Lynne will 
travel to checkpoints in a small 
plane with reporters, dogs, 
mushers, and supplies. She will 
take photographs, interview 


mushers, and write journal 
entries that will appear on the 
Iditarod web site, www.iditar- 
od.com. 

Although Woburn Street 
School students will be keenly 
interested in Mrs. Gordon's 
whereabouts, students all over 
the world will be able to get the 
play-by-play action so that 
teachers can integrate facts 
from the race and Alaska into 
their lesson plans. 

For Lynne, tl s much more 
than a race. She started utiliz- 
ing the Iditarod race as a 
teaching tool when she began 
her teaching career as an edu- 
cational tutor 9 years ago, “We 
need to teach our students so 
many academic skills that I 
found that children responded 
to topics they loved, like dogs 
and faraway places,” said 
Gordon. 

According to Gordon, the 
topic of Iditarod easily touches 
upon history, weather, culture, 
geography, native populations, 
and even technology. 

“Since the only place we can 
find information about the race 
is on the Internet, I had an 
opportunity to also teach the 
children about navigating the

‘Tewksbury has too many 
Special Town Meetings. You 
know it, I know it, but the hits 
just keep on coming. It looks as 
if anyone who can get up the 
sash to pay the “expense” can 
get one for their pet project. 
"The latest is on March 1st up at 
the high school. 

Mellmark is a company based 
outside of Massachusetts. The 
customers of its Woburn office 
are the cities and towns who 
contract for the special educa- 
tion services it provides. 
Mellmark wants to move, and 
came before the Selectmen to 
tell us why they need a Special 
‘Town Meeting to do it. 

Mellmark’s lobbyist _ tele- 
phoned all the Selectmen. He 
told them privately - and at the 
selectmen’s meeting - that this 
is all about providing a superi- 
or setting to educate autistic 
children. Siting the school at 
the Poor Claire's is the right 
thing to do. The Mellmark peo- 
ple at the selectmen’s meeting 
merely echoed this theme. 
‘They were convincing. 

That evening, I stated my 
aversion to more Special Town 
Meetings, but the tug to my 
heartstrings as to how this 
would benefit special children 
and their parents, got me reluc- 
tantly to agree to their “we're 
caught between an rock and a 
hard place” story of hardship 
and hope. And now, as Paul 
Harvey says, “Here is the rest 
of the story.” 

This is nothing more than 
another business deal, spon- 
sored by those local folks with 
sufficient juice to get the town’s 
elected and appointed officials 
to put their pet project before 
the citizens. Why did I have to 
read, after the meeting, a flyer 
on Article 1 that states that 
sewer to 10 house lots is tied to

the heartstrings on which 
Mellmark tugged? 

Because I got duped. This 
housing development in 
Andover was not part of what 
the Selectmen voted on. The 
Town Manager never told us 
about it. It is his job to give the 
Selectmen sufficient informa- 
tion to make informed deci- 
sions. He omitted the detail 
about sewering the house lots. 
When asked why, he told me: 
“It wasn’t my presentation.” 

This omission makes the 
whole deal stink. If it is such a 
good deal, why is it not worth 
telling the Selectmen about it - 
in public? Once they hook the 
Selectmen to a_ sob-story, 
informing them about the parts 
that have nothing to do with 
autistic children doesn’t mat- 
ter, because it is a done deal? 
This raises my ire. I know it 
raises yours, too. 

Don’t get me _ wrong, 
‘Tewksbury may get pricey con- 
nection fees, the houses would 
be in Andover, and Mellmark 
get its school. The developer 
buying the building that he'll 
sell to Mellmark when sewer is 
assured, told me in the past 
that he can’t use his own name 
in Tewksbury business any- 
more because people back off 
when they hear he is involved. 

What else is new? With this 
convoluted process, the omis- 
sion of key information, and the 
abuse of the Special Town 
Meeting gimmick, no wonder 
people feel this way. It is a 
time to change the way the 
town anoints business deals. I 
am not going to vote to support 
something I don’t get told 
about by the Town Manager. I 
don’t think you would either.

Insanity is not limited to big 
cities. Every little town in the 
United States has at least one 
crazy person, York, Nebraska 
has one.

Possible cure found for carbon 


Carbon monoxide (CO) is the 
miumber one cause of poisoning 


| deaths in the United States. 


According to the Journal of 
America Medical Association, 
“there are approximately 2,100 
unintentional deaths from carbon 
monoxide (CO) every year in the

qus injury. 

. Symptoms of carbon monoxide: 

Initial symptoms are similar to 
the flu with no fever. Dizziness, 

_fatigue/weakness, throbbing 
headache, nausea/vomiting, 
irregular breathing, sleepiness 
and confusion can all be possible 
symptoms. 

Potential sources of carbon 
monoxide: 

Any fuel burning appliance that 
is malfunctioning or improperly 
installed can be a source of CO. 
these can include furnaces, gas 
range/stove, gas clothes dryer, 
water heater, gas or wood fire- 
places, wood-burning stove and 
auto exhaust from an attached 
garage. Other sources include 
clogged chimneys or flues, vent 
pipes, fuel burning space heaters, 
tools that run on fuel in an area 
that is not vented, a gas or char- 


‘monoxide poisoning 


coal grill used in an enclosed 
area, certain types of swimming 
pool heaters, boats and RV’s. 
Back drafting and changes in air 
pressure can cause indoor levels 
of CO. 

Methods of protection: 

Every year have the heating 
system, vents, chimneys and flue 
tested, inspected and cleaned by 
a qualified technician. Never 
leave a car running in an 
attached garage. Install a carbon 
monoxide alarm near the sleep- 
ing areas and on every level of 
the home. Regularly examine 
vents and chimneys for improper 
connections, visible rust or leak- 
age. 

Safety tips 

1. Install CO alarms inside your 
home to provide early warning of 
accumulating CO. 

2. CO alarms should be installed 
in a central location outside each 
separate sleeping area. 

3. After purchasing an alarm, 
call your local fire department’s 
non emergency telephone num- 
ber to find out what number to 
call if the CO alarm sounds. Post 
that number by your telephone(s) 
and make sure everyone in the 
household knows the difference 
between the fire emergency and 
CO emergency number. 

4. Test CO alarms at least once 
a month, and replace CO alarms 
according to the manufacturer’s 
instructions. 

5. If you need to warm a vehicle, 
remove it from the garage imme- 
diately after starting it. Do not 
run a vehicle, generator, or other 
fueled engine or motor indoors, 
even if garage doors are open. 
Never leave your vehicle running 
when it is parked or covered in 
snow. 

6. Have fuel-burning household 
heating equipment and chimneys 
inspected by a professional every 
year before cold weather sets in. 

7. When using a fireplace, open 
the flue for adequate ventilation. 

8. Open a window slightly when- 
ever using a kerosene or gas 
heater. (Kerosene heaters are 
illegal in many states. Always 
check with local authorities 


before buying or using one.) Only 
refuel outside, after the device is 
cooled. 

9. Never use your oven to heat 
your home. 

10. Only use barbecue grills- 
which can produce CO- outside. 
Never use them in the home or 
garage. 

ll. When purchasing new heat- 
ing and cooking equipment, 
select products tested and labeled 
by an independent testing labora- 
tory. 

12. When purchasing an existing 
home, have a qualified technician 
evaluate the integrity of the heat- 
ing and cooking systems, as well 
as the sealed spaces between the 
garage and house. 

13. When camping, remember 
to use battery-powered heaters 
and flashlights in tents trailers, 
and motor homes. 

14. CO alarms are not substi- 
tutes for smoke alarms. Smoke 
alarms should be installed on 
every level of the home and in or 
outside all sleeping areas. 

15. Know the difference between 
the sound of the smoke alarms 
and the sound of the CO alarms. 

If your CO alarm sounds 

1. Immediately move everyone 
outdoors. 

2. Report the CO alarm warning 
by calling the appropriate phone 
number. 

3. Call a qualified technician to 
inspect all equipment. 

Symptoms of CO poisoning 

1. Severe headache, dizziness, 
mental confusion, nausea, or 
faintness. Many of these symp- 
toms are similar to the flu, food 
poisoning or other illnesses. 

Carbon Monoxide poisoning are 
one of the most preventable situ- 
ations occurring in America 
today.

“We will need help from the 
state in funding this and that 
can lead to a long drawn out 
process,” Onusseit said. “We 
are probably looking at work 
beginning in the 2006 construc- 
tion season.” 

Survey work including traffic 
counts and property surveys, to 
determine property lines and 
right-of-way dimensions, have 
begun. 

“Additional traffic counts and 
turning movements need to be 
completed, but they are waiting 
for a break in the weather,” 
Onusseit said. “As far as inter- 
section improvements, this is 
one of our top priorities.

with AG staffers on January 28, 
2005 and were assured that the 
AG's office was aware of the 
issues surrounding NET's 
potential exemption and_ its 
potential impact on the waste 
management industry. AG 
staffers also acknowledged that 
such an exemption would over- 
turn historic state and local 
control of solid waste manage- 
ment policy 

According to Miceli, the AG 
has recently joined in the 
DEP’s filing with STB, which 
argties against the appropriate- 
ness of an exemption for NET. 
The February 22 Beacon Hill 
meeting was successful and 
gave all interested parties: an 
opportunity to meet, according 
to Miceli. All agreed to a tactic 
of exerting continued pressure 


on STB for a local hearing 
before the granting of any 
exemption. 

“We are going to press our 
case and make sure they don't 
give approval before giving a 
local hearing,” Miceli said 
“Governor Romney offers 
strong support for the DEP’s 
efforts and agrees that the STB 
should hold a local public hear- 
ing.” 

The NSWMA and other vari- 
ous private entities indicated 
the potential for filing litigation 
should an approval for exemp- 
tion come down from STB. 

If nothing else, a unified front 
has effectively been estab- 
lished. 

“We are all united and are 
fighting this proposal,” Miceli 
said. “We don’t want it - peri- 
od.” 


The proposed NET reload 
facility would acquire approxi- 
mately 1,300 feet of existing 
railroad track and would con- 
struct an additional 2,700 for

Wilmington’s new ambulance 


On April 5, 1956 it was noted 
in the Town Crier that the town 
was considering buying a new 
ambulance. Capt Larz Neilson 
had this to say about it 


WILMINGTON’S 
AMBULANC 

The Town of Wilmington is 
about to buy a new ambulance. 
It is to be expected that a town 
of 10,000 population should have 
an ambulance, but the story of 
our municipal ambulance is 
one of which we can take a lit- 
tle pride, for we had one in this 
town when the population was 
less than half of the present fig- 
ure. 

It started back in 1934. There 
are people who sneer today at 
our town of that date, but it was 
afi up and coming place, with a 
lot of civic pride. Our Board of 
Selectmen ran things quite 
nicely. We had a_ Tree 
Department and a_ Water 
Department, something of 
which not many towns could 
boast, in those days. We had a 
nice high school, which was 
beginning to burst at the seams. 
The town, including schools, 
cost a little less than $186,000 to 
run that year. We had a tax rate 
of $34.90, and the total debt, 
including temporary loans in 
anticipation of revenue amount- 
ed to $423 thousand, a horribly

large sum, so the people 
thought in those days. 

A gentleman by the name of 
Harry C. Ainsworth was Chief 
of Police. Harry ran a small but 
smart police department. He is 
still with us today, as 
Wilmington’s constable, and as 
the Probation Officer of 
Woburn Court 

Then there came an opportu- 
nity to buy an ambulance. A 
Reading firm, well known today 
as Edgerly and Bessom, has a 
1928 Lincoln, which was emi- 
nently suitable. Our Chief of 
Police heard about it. It would 
be a fine thing to buy - the price 
was right - but we had no 
money. 

Chief Ainsworth started rais- 
ing funds, on his own account, 
and others jumped in to help. 
The Wilmington Post of the 
American Legion did their part. 
Money left over from the Two 
Hundredth Anniversary 
Celebration was contributed 
($171.84) and it wasn’t long 
before the Chief had a sum of 
$611.96 - more than enough. The 
ambulance was bought for 
$500.00 and we had $111.00 left to 
run it with. 

For six years that ambulance 
served the town of Wilmington 
well. Lowell had a flood, in 1936, 
and that ambulance, manned 
by volunteer drivers, brought

many people to Wilmington 
where they were cared for in 
the Legion and Grange Halls. 
During the hurricane of 1938 it 
also saw signal service. It was, 
to all intents and purposes, self 
supporting, assisted in parts by 
donations from residents of the 
town. In 1940 there was still 
about $100 in the Ambulance 
Fund, but the Lincoln was get- 
ting old. 

The town decided that it was 
time that the Town itself owed 
an ambulance, and an article 
was put into the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1941 

The question was hotly debat- 
ed, in that meeting, which took 
place in the Grange Hall. There 
were those who wanted to 
investigate, and there were 
those who didn’t want any 
investigation, and sat in the 
middle of the hall chanting 
“Vote! Vote! Vote!” Finally a 
man who was sitting over near 
the clock jumped up to say “The 
Germans Are Coming!” and 
that seemed to settle the ques- 
tion, for the town voted to buy 
the ambulance. 

This time it was a Cadillac - 
the cost was about $3200, if we 
remember correctly. 

We still have it, but it is now 
beyond the state where it is 
suitable for duty.

Boys Basketball team makes 
it four league titles in a row 


The Town Crier goes in-depth 
with WHS boys basketball 
coach Jim McCune on the 
team's fourth consecutive 
Cape Ann. League league 
championship.

In his 15 years as head boys 
basketball coach here in 
Wilmington, Jim McCune has 
compiled a 193-152 record. In 
the other five years McCune 
coached at St. Clement’s in 
Somerville, he had an 83-38 
record, including going to the 
state championship final. In his 
20 years of coaching, McCune 
has an overall record of 276-190. 

In the ten years the Wildcat 
athletic program has been in 
the Cape Ann League, the boys 
basketball team has won five 
league titles. Prior to McCune’s 
arrival, the basketball team 
won two league titles, both 
coming in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference in 1959 and 
1988. 

Prior to his arrival, the team 
had never gone to a sectional 
final. In 2002 and 2004, the 
‘Cats were one of the top eight 
teams in the entire state in 
Division 3, losing both times to 
Lynn Tech, 

More impressively, McCune 
joins former field hockey coach 
Jan Cassidy-Wood, (who did it 
five times while in the MVC 
from 1973 to 1977) current boys 
ice hockey coach Steve Scanlon 
and recently retired golf coach 
Al Fessenden (who both did it 
from 1999 to 2002) as the only 
coaches in the entire sports 
athletic program to coach a 
team to four straight league 
titles. 

McCune ~ who has twice been 


named the Town Crier Coach of 
the Year in 1996 and 2002 - 
watched a team this year 
return just one starting player 
put together the program's first 
even ten game winning streak 
since arriving here in the win- 
ter of 1989. 

Currently this year’s team has 
a 145 record with one game left 
on the schedule before the team 
makes its 10th appearance in 
the state tournament in the 
past 11 years (the final year in 
the MVC and nine out of ten 
years in the CAL) 

Before the team’s regular sea- 
son finale against Georgetown, 
the ‘Cats have gone 69-20 over 
the four-year span, including a 
record of 52-11 against Cape 
Ann League teams. 

But it's not all about wins. It 
certainly isn’t. Certainly 
there’s a lot of hard work that 
goes into each and every. ‘W' 
from McCune, to his assistant 
coaches, to the players. It’s 
much more than X’s and 0's. 
It’s about being a class act. It's 
about being as fair as you pos- 
sibly can get. It's about kids 
buying into your system. It's 
about execution. It’s about 
being prepared for each and 
every game, and each and 
every situation. And it's all 
about having fun at something 
you love doing. 

“It's the kids,” said McCune. 
“We try to put them in the right 
situation to be successful. But 
our success is because of the 
kids because they execute. I've 
been here for 5-15 and 6-14 sea- 
sons and I think some of those 
years I did a better coaching 
job than a 15-5 season. 

“In the end the success of the 
team is the responsibility is the 
kids. I've been very fortunate 


over the last ten or so years of 
getting to the tournament to 
have great kids who we can 
work with and to get something 
out of them.” 


The four-year run 


After a 14-8 record in 2001, 
which included a terrific road 
trip state tournament victory 
against Savio Prep before it 
ended with a second round loss 
to Watertown, the Wildcats lost 
a scholarship basketball player 
in Eric Swiezynski. That sea- 
son he became just the third 
player in the program's history 
to join the 1,000 point plateau. 

After Swiezynski played his 
last game in a Wildcat uniform, 
McCune knew he had some 
pretty good players back for the 
next season. But never in his 
wildest dreams did he envision 
the 2001-'02 team finishing with 
a 20-4 record, and the trip to the 
Division 3 North sectional final 

“The first year we won it was 
probably in my mind the best 
team I’ve ever coached up 
here,” said McCune. “That was 
the year with Craig Osgood, 
Mike Jordan, Pat Taylor, 
Valence (Nwachukwu) and 
(David) Aronofsky. If you could 
ever come up with the perfect 
meal where all of the ingredi- 
ents weré put together perfect- 
ly that was it. Those five kids 
just played unbelievable togeth- 
er. 

“We never really ran an 
offense. The kids just had an 
understanding of what each 
other could do and they played 
great together. We had a couple 
of kids who could score 20 or 25 
points a night but they were so 
unselfish. 

“That team there just came

came from, making their 
recent success all the more spe- 
cial.

make perfect. 

Indoor track can certainly be 
a very draining season, espe- 
cially if your team does not 
have its own track to compete 
on.

Heading into the meet based 
on times, Murray was con- 
cerned with the duo runners 
from Gardner, senior Tom 
Glover and freshman Zachery 
Sylvestre, who had times under 
4:40. Ingersoll’s best time was 
in the low 4:40s, so Murray 
thought his push would come 
from the Gardner runners. 

After charging out very 
strong with splits in the 30 and 
31 second range, Murray saw 
his huge led cut in half in the 
final few laps. But in the final 
lap with Ingersoll slowly 
approaching Murray’s

Trailing by 16 points with 12 
minutes to go, the Wilmington 
High Wildcats could have easi- 
ly packed it in knowing 
Thursday night just wasn't 

going to be their night. 

But after playing 20 subpar 
minutes on the floor, the 'Cats 
responded with eight minutes 
to go in the game with an 17-2 
run capped off by Mark 
Giordano's three-pointer which 
gave Wilmington a one-point 
lead with 2:50 remaining. 

The teams exchanged one- 
point leads five times, includ- 
ing Georgetown's John Ricker 
scoring his only basket of the 
night on a jump shot giving the 
Royals the lead with 12 seconds 
left in the game. Wilmington 
called timeout and after setting 
up a play, a three-point try by 
Joe Herra bounced off the rim, 
and the put back floater by 
Sean Murphy bounced in and 
out of the basket, falling to the 
left side as the buzzer sounded. 

That gave Georgetown a 53-52 
victory over the ‘Cats, who 
were playing in their final 
home regular season game. 

Wilmington is now 14-5 on the 
season with one game left 
against Winthrop which was 
played on Wednesday night 
before entering the Division 3 
North sectional tournament 
The 'Cats should be within the 
top five or six seeds when the 
pairings are announced on 
Friday and should have a first 
round home playoff game most- 
ly likely this Tuesday night. 

Georgetown ended its regular 
season with a 13-7 record, and 
should be considered one of the 
favorites in the Division 4 
North sectional tournament 
along with Ipswich, who they 
defeated before taking on the 
‘Cats. 

Wildcat head coach Jim 
McCune elected to start his 
four seniors with junior Joe 
Herra for senior night, but it 
didn't matter who started, who 
came in or who sat because 
through the first 20 minutes of 
the game it was a real struggle 
in all apsects of the floor. The 
‘Cats were outrebounded 18-5 in 
the first half, and missed a ton 
of good look shots, while lack- 
ing in the overall intensity 
level. 

Trailing 39-23 with 12:11 
remaining in the game, the 
‘Cats slowly started to get some 
momentum, play with some 
intensity and at the same time 
play with some poise, grabbing 
those rebounds and taking bet- 
ter shots. 

After Erie Ollila cut the 
deficit to ten with a shot off the 
glass, Georgetown scored the 
next two baskets to go up 45-31 
with 8:02 to go. Then it was all 
Wilmington thereafter. The 
‘Cats went on that strong 17-2 
run which started with a trey 
by sophomore John Olivere and 
ended with Giordano's trey. 
Inbetween came seven free 
throw shots and two field goals 
by Ollila. His last one of the 


night came within the lane and 
he was fouled on the play. 

In addition, Georgetown was 
called for a technical foul giv- 
ing Ollila the basket and three 
free throws. However, he 
missed all three, Giordano fol- 
lowed with the three-pointer, 
and then the teams exchanged 
leads until Ricker's game win- 
ner. 

“Regardless who was on the 
floor there was a sizeable dif- 
ference from the way we start- 
ed the game against Tewksbury 
to how we started the game (ori 
Thursday)," said McCune. "I 
think it's very clear cut with 
this team, This team has to 
have its motor revving from the 
start of the game and they have 
to push the limit to the very 
end. That's what makes this 
team successful.

Barris said. “We are not near- 
ly as good a team without 
Maggie.”

If the Shawsheen Tech hockey 
team is going to make a run at 
the Division 3 North champi- 
onship this season they will 
obviously need some big per- 
formances from some of their 
best players.

Everything gets tied up in

The Shawsheen Tech hockey 
team will be looking to make 
some major headlines in the 
coming weeks as they head 
into the Division 3 North 
Tournament. But whatever 
happens down the road, it is 
unlikely the Rams will play in

Of course the game would 
have garnered a certain 
amount of attention under 
any circumstances because 
the matchup was to decide 
the CAC championship. 

The Rams and Golden 
Tornadoes played an exciting 
game that ended in a 3-3 tie 
and as a result of the tie both 
teams finished in a three way 
tie with Tyngsboro for the 
CAC crown. 

But as you probably know 
by now that is not the reason 
the game was the focus of a 
front page article in the 
Boston Herald, as well a fea- 
ture story on most local news 
stations. The attention came 
primarily because there were 
no fans allowed in the arena 
to watch the game. The deci- 
sion to bar fans, including 
parents, from the game was 
in response to a brawl that 


occurred the last time the two 
teams met, back on January 
7 in Billerica following a 64 
Shawsheen win. 

Playing in front of an empty 
arena, with the exception of 
some media members, police 
and school officials certainly 
did not have the feel of a 
championship deciding game. 

“It was more or less like a 
scrimmage you might have in 
the preseason,” Shawsheen 
coach Bill Gordon said. “The 
hype was a bit of a distraction 
and it took us off our game 
somewhat but it was the same 
for both teams.” 

The Rams took a 3-2 lead 
early in the third period on a 
goal by Jason Buckley, and 
for a while it looked like they 
were going to earn the out- 
right league title. But 
Northeast scored the game- 
tying goal with about five 
minutes left in the game to 
earn their share of the crown. 

“Obviously we are happy to 
be league champions, but it is 
kind of disappointing given 
the difference in shots on net 
and the way we controlled 
play territorially,” Gordon 
said. “We also know that it 
could have been ours alone.” 

It was pretty clear in the 
early stages of the game that 
neither team was at their best 
as they battled to a 0-0 first 
period tie. Shawsheen did 
control play, however, out 


shooting the Golden 
Tornadoes 12-4, but it was not 
enough to take the lead. 

Northeast appeared to take 
control of the game in the 
second period as they took a 
2-0 lead in the first four min- 
utes of the period on goals by 
Ron Zanazzo and Rich 
Hannon. But Shawsheen has 
fought back hard all season 
and they continued the trend 
in this game with freshman 
Cory Bruckler scoring at 7:34 
to make it 21 and 
Wilmington’s Kyle Browne 
scoring 26 seconds later to tie 
game. 

The momentum had clearly 
swung Shawsheen’s way, and 
Gordon was not at all sur- 
prised to see it. 

“The two goals they got were 
rushes between us when we 


~ were pressing them so that 


was a little discouraging,” 
Gordon said. “But with the 
amount of quality shots we 
were getting on them we 
knew it was just a matter of 
time. We were really flying 
and it took an outstanding 
effort by their goalie to keep 
them in the game.” 

Buckley was assisted on his 
tiebreaking goal at 3:01 of the 
third period by Dan Hanafin, 
but Hannon responded for the 
Golden Tornadoes to create 
the three way tie. 

“It’s odd to have a three way 
tie. I know I have never seen 


it before,” said Gordon, who 
is in his 25th year as head 
coach of the Rams. 

The Rams are no strangers 
to league titles, having fin- 
ished atop the CAC in 2002 
and 2003. This year’s title is 
their ninth under Gordon and 
14th in the history of the pro- 
gram, Last season they fin- 
ished one point out of the top 
spot, just behind Tyngsboro. 
Gordon says there are several 
reasons his team has been so 
successful not only in the past 
few seasons, but throughout 
the history of the program. 

“We are fortunate enough to 
have five towns in our school 
that have very good youth 
hockey programs which is 
great for our program,” 
Gordon said. “We have also 
had a very stable coaching 
situation with both myself 
and our assistant coaches.”

again. If there's any part to 
MeCune’s coaching philosophy 
that is above and beyond any- 
thing else is adapting different 
players and different teams to 
its strengths. Wilmington came 
into this season young, but 
extremely athletic. With ic 
Ollila and Joey Herra back, a 
thought of the team’s seventh 
straight winning season would 
not be out of the question. But 
in order for that to happen, 
many things had to go right 

I think we've had to adjust 


with what we've had,” said 
McCune. “For example last 
year | thought our strength was 


defense and athleticism so the 
concentration was defense, In 
other years like that 2002 team 
with the Osgoods and Jordan, 
our strength was offense so we 
concentrated on that, 

When you look at this year’s 
team you see Joey and Eric 
who are our top two guys offen- 
sively and they don't need 
someone else to help them get 
generated where the other guys 
need a pi or need something 
off a play or score off a 
rebound 

“What we tried to do this year 
is lo get in on with the press, 
creale some turnovers with the 
press and get some lay-ups and 
compensate with lay-ups off the 
press verses putting the ball 
inside on a half court offense 
and score that way. We have 
Joey and a few other guys who 
can shoot from the perimeter 
and we feel the best way to get 
them involved is to push the 
ball 

“That's why. you see us shoot 
some many threes in transition 
especially for Joey because the 
other teams will really concén- 
trate on him if you're running a 
half court offense.” 

Coming out of the first month 
of the season alive was very 
important. Starters Herra and 
Sean Murphy, well as role 
players Greg Stewart and Ryan 
Quigley were members of the 
football team, which went to 
the playoffs for the first time 
since 1976 

Those four players weren't 
with the basketball team in the 
first week-plus, thus they didn't 
have any hoop under them. 
What they had under them was 
tired, fatigued and beat up bod- 
ies. And that's evident today. In 
no fault of those players, they 
are tired. They have worked 
extremely hard since the hot 
grueling days of August, yet, 
those four players along with 
the rest of the team kept up the 
winning tradition. Once again a 
league title has been accom- 
plished, and the team has gone 
11-2 since Christmas, including 
that ten game winning streak. 

“T think this year ~ I don’t like 
to use the word rebuilding 
because that's just an excuse 
for losing ~ but I don’t know 
what people expected out of 
this team this year,” said 
McCune. “We are really limit- 
ed with our size and we have 
one starter back from last year 
or two starters if you count 
Joey. | think to this point the 
team has achieved what it 
should have, I think we have 
had a pretty good season. 

Are we the best team in the 
Cape Ann League? I don’t real- 
ly know. It's hard to say. I think 
right now we are just in a mini 
rut. I told the kids that we're 
not going to be able to beat any- 
one in the post season unless 
a maximum effort from 
veryone.” 


The personality 


jim McCune can certainly 
come off as a very intense, in 
your lace kind of coach. He can 
come off as a very demanding 
man behind the bench. And 
he’s all of those things. Yes he's 
intense, demanding and some- 
times can be in your face. But 
at the same time while he's 


doing all of that, he’s pushing 
the right buttons everytime to 
get the most out of his players 
and the most out of his team 

“Coach McCune is always 2 
big reason for the su 
said junior co-captain Sez 
Murphy. “He always puts 
the right defense. He’s always 
doing the right stuff. Then the 
other coaches are supportive 
(when you get chewed out) 
When Coach McCune chews 
you out, the other coaches are 
there to say ‘don’t worry about 
it, he’s just frustrated’ and they 
give you pointers to go back out 
there to do your job. 

“I think it’s good when he 
chews us out. Sometimes when 
we go on a big run he'll take us 
to the side and tell us that we 
have three more minutes to get 
it together or we're coming out 
I know I don’t want the second 
crew to come in (because I 
want to play).” 

The hardest thing when it 
comes to high school coaching 
is dealing with teenagers. 
That's extremely difficult. It 
also is very difficult for every 
single member of a team to buy 
into that coach's system. If it 
doesn’t happen, a team disap- 
pears faster than music videos 
have on MTV. 

“The kids have to buy into it 
because it’s very simple if you 
don't, you won't play,” said 
McCune. “I think with the 
amount of kids we've had here 
over the years we've been able 
to create a competitive situa- 
tion where the kids on the floor 
know that if they don’t do the 
things on the floor that we want 
them to do that there is some- 
one on the bench who can come 
in and play for them. 

“Secondly we always try to 
have a system where the kids 
enjoy playing in. What kid 
doesn’t like to fast break and 
head down the court to score? I 
think what we try to do is 
adjust to the kids we have and 
what they like doing. We try to 
keep the competitiveness going 
with the team so the kids are 
getting after it. That way when 
you have a team that lacks 
depth a kid on the floor can’t 
say ‘hey I’m not coming out 
because who would go in for 
me’? So we try to keep it as 
competitive as we can.” 

But while he might come 
across as gruff or uptight, 
McCune is the most down to 
earth, fun loving coach, father 
and friend. He’s as loyal and 
dedicated as they come. He 
does whatever he can to help 
kids on and off the court. 

When it comes to his team, 
he’s top notch when it comes to 
dealing with media. He's 
always there to call in scores 
answer phone calls and ques- 
tions whether his team wins or 
losses. But more importantly 
than anything else, is McCune 
thrives with teaching young 
male adults how to play basket- 
ball, how to be competitive, 
how to be a good student, role 
model and hopefully adult. 

“We have good kids,” said 
McCune. “We don't have prob- 
lems. My biggest problems 
every year is I worry about the 
kids who don’t play because I 
feel bad. I think people under- 
stand it but they want to see 
their kid play. We have a situa- 
tion here where we want to be 
competitive, we want to get 
after it and there's a decision to 
be made and someone always 
gets hurt. Someone's feelings 
get hurt because they don't 
play and they don't feel a part 
of it and that's the unfortunate 
thing about it all 

“I worry about the kids who 
don’t play more than I worry 
about the kids who do play 
because I see what (those kids 

“who don’t play). give every sin- 
gle day and they do give a lot 
There’s always two or three 
kids who go home every night 


thinking why didn’t they play - 
that coach jobbed me. 

“We've been ablé to keep that 
to a minimum over the years 
because we make sure the kids 
on the bottom part of our (play- 
ing) roster are good character 
kids. This year is no exception. 
The kids who don’t play a lot 
re outstanding kids and good 
team kids. They aren't far away 
from being on the floor and 
some of them can make an 
argument that they should be 
on the floor.” 


Getting the help 


Besides adjusting to different 
players and different teams, 
one major reason wHy this pro- 
gram is averaging 18 wins over 
the last four years is the staff. 
As loyal and as dedicated as 
McCune is, so are his assis- 
tants. Only Tom Woods, the JV 
coach, and Jay Keane, the 
freshmen coach, are on the 
payroll. Larry Keating, Joe 
Maiella and Jeff Arciero are 
volunteers. They like McCune 
are out scouting other games 
throughout the entire season, 
not just tournament week. 

Those five guys are also at 
each kids’ shoulder to help 
them out or to give them the 
boost they need to excel on the 
court 

“We've been together for a 
long time,” said McCune. 
“We're not just a staff, but 
we're friends. We're out togeth- 
er all of the time and we enjoy 
each other's company. I think I 
have five varsity basketball 
coaches. 

“The kids relate to them well. 
I think every coach is different 
There's a good mixture there. 
Some of our kids relate better 
to some of the coaches better 
than the others. There’s a line 
of communication for the play- 
ers to the coaches and hopeful- 
ly they enjoy it.” 

While McCune says there has 
always been an open line of 
communication between the 
coaching staff and the players, 
he also states that the feelings 
are the same when it comes to 
dealing with parents. In high 
school sport: i 
a lot of focus has turned to wins 
and playing time for every 
child. Certainly balancing all of 
that is not easy. 

“I’m pleased and how could I 
not be? We're lucky,” said 
McCune. “You don't hear the 
horror stories at Wilmington 
that you hear in other towns. 
I'm thankful to the parents. I’m 
a parent too and I see some 
things with playing time and I 
have to look at it from the other 
side. 

“I think our parents are very 
supportive and show restraint 
when they could easily have a 
gripe. I'm thankful for that. 
But on the other hand I do have 
a reason for everything I do 
and I don’t have any problems 
explaining (my reasons).” 

Living in Somerville, working 
on Boston and closing in on 300 
career victories as’ a head 
coach, Jim McCune could easi- 
ly find a college coaching job 
that pays the bills much better. 
But he’s very content with the 
situation he has in Wildcat 
country. 

“This is a great situation,” he 
said. “I don’t know if there's a 
better place to coach than right 
here in Wilmington. I'm not 
going anywhere. I’m not going 
anywhere. I plan on being here 
for the foreseeable future. 

“I've had other opportunities 
but I have the athletic director 
(in Ed Harrison) that I love to 
work with and end my career 
with. 

“The school, the community, 
what better place is there? 
Hopefully we can just keep it 
going.”

Automation may make long post office lines as passé as the 
Pony Express and coming soon... 


Postal Service, 
Late Night 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


The new Automated Postal 
Centers (APC), ‘which are 
being placed in post offices 
around the area, are a big step 
in the United States Postal 
Service's attempt to rid them- 
selves of the nicknames Pony 
Express and snail-mail 

Caroline Colarusso, Officer- 
in-Charge (acting postmaster) 
at the Reading Post Office said, 
“During the holiday season it 
was a Godsend.” 

She added, “We have been 
able to maintain. very good 
sales on it. The customers use 
it once and keep coming back. 

“I was surprised by the 
amount of senior citizens who 
became use, to the machine 
after one usé and now use it 
constantly.” 

Wakefield Postmaster Rich 
Tansey may have the explana- 
tion for the number of seniors 
that feel comfortable with the 
machine. He said, “It’s like self 
service in the stores. 

All it takes to operate the 
APC is a credit or debit card, 
which can be swiped through 
the reader. The customer then 
follows the instructions on the 
screen and when mailing a let- 
ter or package, weighs it, pur- 
chases the required postage 
places it on the mail piece and 
puts in the collection bin. 

Ann Kelly, Postmaster at the 
Burlington *postal facility said, 
“It is something I didn’t think 
would come to the post office. 
Eventually, I think it will be a 
full service operation.” 
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Colarusso said, “At the rate 
of success, and the way they 
are working, I see them being 
deployed to more locations.” 

While at the Reading office, 
several customers —_ were 
observed using the machine 
even though there were no 
lines at the counter. However, 
Colarusso noted that some cus- 
tomers do use the counter 
clerks, e: lly when a 
favorite one is on duty 

, who has seen 
changes at the 
Reading office since taking 
over as the OIC la 
sqid the acceptance of the 
APC, by the public, took some 
marketing work on the part of 
the postal employees. After it 
was first installed in Reading 
in October, postal clerks had to 
teach many people how to use 
it 

“The first 90 days, we pulled 
people out of the lines to show 
them how the machine worked, 
Colarusso said 

This scene was repeated at 
Burlington, Wakefield, Woburn 
and Andover, the other offices 
in this general area, where the 
machine is now located. The 
Woburn facility on Washington 
Street on the Reading line was 
the first to have the machine. 

According to Colarusso, the 
success at that location, which 
is now open 24-hours because 
of the machine, led to its 
deployment in the other loca- 
tions? Because of security 
issues, which are now being 
worked on in the Andover, 
Reading and Wakefield offices, 
they are not open 24-hours, but 
APC has allowed extended 
hours to be offered to cus- 
tomers. 

According to Colarusso, the 
APC serves two purposes. The 
first is to allow the extended 
hours and the second is to 
relieve the wait in long lines 
during the peak mailing sea- 
sons 

In Reading, the goal is to be 
open 24-hours by the end of the 
tax season. Kelly is predicting 
about two months for the 
Burlington office. Now cus- 
tomers can come into the lobby 
from 6 a.m. to about 5:45 p.m 

In Burlington, Kelly said, “A 
lot of people come to the door 
at § p.m. The machine is good 
for them. We don’t have to turn 
people away 

At present, customers may 
use the APC for mailing, pur- 
chase of stamps or tracking of 
mail. Once a package or letter 
is sent and the customer trans- 


action is completed, a receipt 
is issued, which contains a 
number that can be used to 
determine the delivery status 
of the mailed piece. 

The tracking service is an 
additional 55-cents on the 
postage. However, the cus 
tomer does not even have tc 
return to the post office to take 
advaptage of it 

With today's technology, a 
customer can go to his or her 
computer and go on-line to 
www.usps.com, click on the 
track and confirm area of the 
command bar and type in the 
number. Postal clerks and car 
riers are equipped with scan: 
ners that enter the location of 
the package every step of the 
way, right to the day it is deliv 
ered, 

According to Colarusso, the 
whole tracking pro takes 
about conds from the 
time of access to the tracking 
command. 

In fact with usps.com, cus: 
tomers do not even need to go 
to the post office to ship or 
mail anymore. They can buy 
their postage labels on-line. 
print them on label paper and 
notify the nearest post office 
to come and pick up the mail 

One advantage to coming to 
the post office, according to 
Colarusso, is the one stop 
shopping. In the lobby of each 
post office, even those without 
APC’s are display stands with 
free shipping packages that 
can make the mailing process 
very easy. 

Colarusso said the Reading 
post office is about to install 
new software which will allow 
for the mailing of certified 
pieces. 

“They are continually 
upgrading the technology and 
adding more services to it,” 
Colarusso said 

One of the expected 
upgrades, due by the end of 
the summer, will be the issu 
ing of passports through the 
machine. This activity is 
expected sometime in August 
and with it people will no 
longer have to go to Boston for 
a passport 

As with any mechanical 
device, their might be down 
time due to malfunctions 
However, several people in 
each of the post offices have 
been trained in the steps that 
can be taken when the mal 
function m sounds and the 
downtime can be kept to a
